CULTURE: — Sow  Lawn  Grass  at  the  rate  of  one  pound  for  each  300  square  feet,  or  not  less  than  100  pounds  per 
acre.  Early  spring  is  the  best  time  for  sowing  although  lawn  grass  may  be  sown  most  any  time  when  the  ground  can 
he  worked.  Have  the  soil  thoroughly  prepared.  Use  pulverized  sheep  manure  or  “All  Soluble’’  lawn  fertilizer.  Every 
lawn,  new  or  old,  needs  fertilizer.  See  page  89.

, a seed  hall  from  the  old  Peachblow.  The  Ohio  Experiment  Station  tested  it  and  reported  a yield  of  335  bushels 
I per  acre,  the  highest  on  the  list  of  varieties  that  year  and  52  bushels  ahead  of  Carman  No.  3.  When  we  first 
tried  this  variety  ourselves  back  in  1898  we  found  it  one  of  the  best  in  our  trial  grounds  out  of  68  varieties. 

We  sold  a few  about  that  time  in  a small  way  but  a few  years  later  lost  the  seed. 

This  last  fall  while  inspecting  some  of  our  potato  fields  in  Sawyer  County,  in  northern  Wisconsin,  the  writer  acci- 
dentally ran  across  a wonderful  field  of  White  Mammoth  potatoes  belonging  to  one  of  our  customers.  This  man,  Mr. 
Olaf  Cook,  stated  that  he  had  bought  the  seed  of  us  several  years  ago  when  we  were  at  Clinton,  that  he  had  grown 
them  year  after  year  and  kept  them  pure  and  distinct  and  that  they  had  given  him  some  splendid  yields  of  very  fine 
potatoes,  usually  over  300  bushels  per  acre.  Later  Mr.  Cook  reported  the  yield  for  his  1914  crop  on  his  best  land, 
the  field  that  we  saw,  440  bushels  per  acre.  We  found  that  several  of  Mr.  Cook’s  neighbors  were  growing  White  Mam- 
moth having  secured  their  seed  from  him.  The  stock  we  offer  comes  partly  from  Mr.  Cook  but  mostly  from  the  farm 

of  Mr.  F.  N.  Dexter  who  secured  fourth  prize  on  his  White  Mammoth  at  the  recent  Wisconsin  Potato  Growers’  Associ- 
ation Exhibit  at  Grand  Rapids. 

Description.  White  Mammoth  is  a large  pure  white  potato  with  a thickly  netted  skin.  The  tubers  grow  com- 
pact in  the  hill,  which  makes  harvesting  easy.  Vines  grow  large  and  vigorous  with  bushy,  light  green  foliage  com- 
pletely covering  the  ground.  The  quality  is  about  perfect  and  the  potatoes  cook  dry  with  a fine  flavor.  The  style  of 
the  potato  is  somewhat  like  that  of  Green  Mountain,  and  in  fact  Prof.  Milward  inspected  Mr.  Dexter’s  field  and  pro- 
nounced them  Green  Mountain  stating  that  they  were  the  finest  he  had  seen  with  the  exception  of  one  small  piece  of 
about  an  acre.  They  are,  however,  smoother  than  Green  Mountain,  not  so  much  inclined  to  deep  eyes,  and  they  yield 
more.  Mr.  Dexter  wrote,  “From  a measured  acre  we  got  316  (bushel)  boxes.’’  Later  he  wrote,  “Mr.  Cook  tells 
me  that  on  one  measured  acre,  which  he  manured  and  gave  special  care,  he  had  425  boxes  of  White  Mammoth.’’  Mr. 
Cook  himself  wrote  us  Oct.  17,  1914,  “I  have  dug  my  White  Mammoth  potatoes  and  had  a big  yield.  On  some  of 
the  best  land  I had  440  bushels  per  acre.” 

Value.  We  consider  White  Mammoth  a decided  addition  to  the  fine  list  of  main  crop  varieties  that  we  already 
have.  We  congratulate  ourselves  on  re-discovering  this  potato.  The  stock  we  offer  as  grown  by  Mr.  Dexter  is  all 
certified  seed  and  was  rogued  while  growing  in  the  field.
